HERE are thoughtful 

Americans who are be- 
ginning to talk of an ugly 
development that this country 
may have to face soon—per- 
haps by Christmas, perhaps 
before then. The argument 
begina with the assumption 
that Hitler is not going to be 
able to overrun Britain within 
the next few wecks. 


A great many Americans 
now affirms thin belief. 


They consider that the war 
may be expected to last 
through the winter, with both 
sides employing the tactics of 
attrition, and with Britain 
concentrating on the blockade 
of Germany and Italy. The 
British Navy's first job Is go- 
ing to be, to sec that no sup- 
plica whatever reach Germany 
or Italy or any of the coun- 
tries under German domina- 
tion by the sca, This means 
that for practical purposes the 
wholo of the seaborne trade of 
of continental Europe will be 
cut off (so the argument 


By 


goes), that in turn means that 
as the cold weather begins to 
grip Europe, the millions of 
helpless and  unoffending 
peoples in the countries 
where Hitler's armies are rul- 
ing will either be starving or 
on the verge of starvation. 


Their crops and their live- 
stock will be not more than a 
skeleton of what they should 
be. First there was a severe 
winter, then there was the 
mobilisation which took men 
away from the fields and 
farms, then there was the de- 
vastation and inundation of 
wotfare. None of these coun- 
tries was self-supporting 
before the war—all had to im- 


port food. Now there will be 
no importe and nothing to 
supplement the hopelessly in- 
adequate crops and no fodder 
to keep cattle alive. 


Famine in ita atarkest form 
will begin to spread across 
Europe and aa the famine 
rows worse (the argument 
goes on) two things are likely 
to happen. 


One is that the conquered 
peoples under the hammering 
of German propaganda will 
turn against Great Britain, be- 
Neving her to be the cause of 
their misery. The other is 
that, they will appeal to the 
only source from which food 
can come abundantly; that 
source being South America 
and more particularly the 
United States. 


- The American instinct will 
be to help them as quickly and 
generoualy os possible. 

But then the British will 
have something to say. They 
will point out that the most 
specific promises of the Ger- 
man Government to the effect

that food sent from America 
will go only to the French or 
Belgians or Dutch or Norwe- 
gians will be worthless. Hit- 
ler’s policy must be to feed 
the German Army first, the 
German people second, and 
the German victims last. The 
British will further remind 
Amcrica that it has been an 
essential part of the British 
policy from the first to reduce 
Germany and her allies to a 
atate in which the Nazi and 
Fascist systems must collapse, 
that the sqle blame for the 
condition of the conquered

Between these two volces— 
the pathetle cry of the hungry 
on the onc hand, and on the 
other the stern warning of the 
British whose cause has be- 
come America's own cause 
now—-the American ople 
will have to choose and (the 
argument concludes) it will be 
a terrible cholce, 


It is not yet certain that the 
argument ia sound on all 
pointa. In the first place we 
have scen no completely satis- 
factory information on’ the 
stocks of food avuilable either 
in Germany or elsewhere on 
the Continent. Insufficiency 

‘of foodstuffs is one thing, but 
famine is something far be- 
yond that. There Js not much 
doubt that Norway, Denmark, 
Poland, Holland, Belgium and 
France, not to mention the 
Balknns and Switzerland and 
Germany and Italy them- 
selves, will be in dire want 
this winter. President Hoo- 
ver’s commission on Polish 
Relief has satisfied itself that 
the outlook in the Govern- 
ment General of Poland, 
whose norma) population of 
11,600,000 has been swollen to 
80,000,000, is appalling. 

Norway’s 2,900,000 people 
who can produce only 43 per 
cent, of their wants In peace- 
time are already in urgent 
need of wheat, sugar and 
other staple foods and cannot 
even get the fish they used to 
rely on, because there {fs no 
petrol for the boats. Holland’s 
8,500,000 people want wheat 
barley, sugar and fodder, and 
cannot get it. Denmark's 
8,700,000 people have already, 
according to a report this 
week, been forced to slaughter 
50 per cent. of their livestock 
and send it to Germany. 

Belgium, which in the best 
of times can produce barely 
half of the food it needs, has 
been laid waste and is in a 
desperate plight. 
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Another report from tha 
Balkans says that these neu- 
tral countries have been 
stripped of food by Germany. 
Information from any country 
where Hitler is in possession 
$s unreliable and incomplete. 
But what information there 
is looks bad. 


Americans who expect the 
famine within a few months 
or weeks may bo right. It is 
worth noting that President 
Roosevelt, whose Information 
has been very good indecd, 
mentioned the story of the 
slaughter of Danish livestock 
to newspapermen the other 
day and added that if this fo 
going on in other countries, 
too, Europe was in for one of 
the worst famines of all time 
this winter, 


Already the impact of the 
situation on the American Red 
Cross, which saved Belgium in 
the last war, ia to be seen 
here, The chairman of the 
American Red Cross -is Nor- 
man H. Davis, a great humani- 
tariah whose job is to relieve 


suffering wherever it arises 
and whomever {t afflicts. 


This week Davis haa com- 
plained of the whispering 
campaign that has begun 
here to suggest that the Red 
Cross supplies are falling into 
German and Italian military 
hands. President Roosevelt 
in backing up this complaint 
said that the campaign is the 
work of Fifth Columnists tn- 
tent on sabotaging the Red 
Cross work. Davis has issued 
a statement saying that the 
supplies are being sent to Bri- 
tain and to unoccupied France, 
and that ald to German oc- 
cupled areas had becn limited 
ao far to Poland and to the 
Paris vicinity. 

In a letter to “Time Maga- 
zine” this week, Davis writes: 
“While, of course, no one 
wants to help Hitler or to 
lighten this burden, it would 
be a tragedy for the children 
of France who have grown up 
with a conception of freedom 
to be allowed to starve.” 
Perhaps that sentence is the 
outline of the ugly shape of 
something that is to come.

On the shéres of Madagascar, a pirate captain built a so- 
cialistic atate in the daya when monarchy prevailed. Captain 
Misson, born in France a tittle before 1700, was the man. At 
15 he went to sea, meeting in Rome a priest, Carloccioll, whose 
general views were not too strictly catholic. They became 
fast friends, and Carloccioli shed his robes to be Misson’s 
shipmate. 


When oa sea fight claimed the lives of their officers, Carioc- 
cioli harangued the crew on atheism and communism. He won 
them into making the deck of the Victolre their own marine 
community, and electing Misson their leader. 


Pirncy looked good to them. But Misson was a gentle- 
man frece-booter, plundering only when it seemed necessary. 
Instead of the black gonfalon, he flew a white ensign enscribed 
“For God and Liberty.” Profanity and the excessive use of 
Nquor he strictly forbade. 


The buccaneers eventually anchored off Madagascar. 
Here Misson established a colony called Libertatia. No pro- 
perty or money was individually owned. Everything became 
part of the common-weal, And Captain Misson was chosen 
Lord Conservator.

Reporters all over Europe, 
from Berlin to Rome, from 
Paris to Warsaw, get flashes 
from their home editors:

The cocktail bar of the Athene 
Palace Hotel, gossip centre of 
tawdry, charming, sinful Buc- 
harest, is excited too, yet if 
Magda Lupescu walked Into the 
bar the chances are that few 
of the perfumed dandies there 
would recognise her. 


King Carol's favourite, the 
most notorious woman in 
Rumania, is known by sight to 
very few.

The Chinese Youth, fur the mo- 
ment, Is more concerned with learn- 
ing the new and caster processes of 
carning his dally bread than In 
Raining that old knowledge by sweat 
and tears which at best led to good 
behaviour and made the ritual of Ife 
more kmportant than, the content or 
the substance, 

THE study used to lead to positions 
of importance but not so now for the 
Government 1s more In need of 
engincers, doctars, fdministraters 
with a Imowledge of economics and

This was interpreted as meantny:

Either It was going to be bombed 
or else she thought thal the French 
In Yunnan would have u bad time 
when -the terms of the settlement 
were announced. French. women and 
children did move down from Kun- 
ming by train last week because of 
the situation, 

THE Chinese have nv agreement 
with Indo-China regarding the co- 
operation of Chincse troops in case 
French resistance, but it is tacitly 
understood that if such takes place 
then the Chinese wil] act, by haras- 
sing the Japanese on the border of 
Kwanesi and Indo China. 

Even now however no one knows 
what the exact position 1s. 
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
